Funeral of John Carson 


And a Short Sketch of the History 
of one of Napanee’s Foremost 
Men. 


Bunday afternoon the last sad rites were 
performod over the mortal remains of 
Councillor John Carson and the body 
placed in the Eastern Cemetery vault 
where it will remain awaitiDg burial. 
The funeral cortege was oue of the largest 
seen in Napanee for some time. When 
the procession left his late home at 2 p.m. 
it was preceded by the several societies 
with winch he was associated. The Napa- 
nee Fire Brigade were in the lead, and 
were followed by the Napanee Orange 
Lodge and the members of the two 
OJdfellows lodges. Then came the hearse, 
the mourners and relatives, the members 
of the council together with the municipal 
officers, and a large prooession of rigs 
\rriviug at the Eastern Church, where the 
services were held, the spooe in the centre 
which had been reserved for the societies it 
was found inadequate, and a good number 
were compiled to stand up The services 
were conducted by Rev. McIntyre, assisted 
by Rev, Bartlett, and were of a very 
touching nature. After relating some facta 
as to »he es'.imable character of the 
deceased, which had been the main reason 
of the high esteem iu which he had been 
held by all who ltuew him, Rev. McIntyre 
endeavored to impress upon the large 
audience present the lesson that should be 
taken from the sudden decease of one who 
seemingly appeared in the best of health 
and likely to live for many years. The 
lesson which should be taken from this sad 
overvt was “that we should all be ready (or 
death, come when it would." The effect 
of this eloquent discourse could be deter 


business. With him he remained until he 
had learned hia trade, and for some years 
subsequently, until finally he started busi¬ 
ness on his own account in Napanee, 
which continued till his death, and by 
careful attention and conscientious work 
be has built up a fine business, and 
amassed a competence. For some four¬ 
teen years Mr. Carson was a member of 
the Napanee Fire Brigade, the last five of 
wbioh he was captain. He has also had 
an extensive municipal experience covering 
some eighteen year?. Beginning as 
councillor for Centre WaFd he became 
successfully Duputy Reeve and Reeve of 
Napanee, and in the year 1895 was elected 
Warden of the County Counoil, an honor 
wun only by long ar.d merited service on 
important committees, and by ripe ex¬ 
perience gleaned through years of careful 
attention to public business. In 1896 be 
was elected to the honorable position of 
Mayor, which position he filled honorably 
and creditably and with an ease gained 
only by a thorough knowledge of manicipal 
affairs.

COLD AND DISEASE. 

Tn an interesting article under tho 
above title in tho Medical Record,- 
| Dr. II. H. Tuthill says: "When we 
consider tho fact that we carry dis- 
; coze producing germs about in our 
I mouths, and on tho surface of our 
! body, und that the air which sur¬ 
rounds us may contain multitudes 
, of them, wo can readily understand 
how narrow a t war gin often actually 
exists between heulth and disease. 
It may take but a very slight cause 
to derange the equlposo of the sys 
tern, and lower vital resistance, at 
which times nature might bo said to 
1)0 momentarily off her guard, and 
hence furnish an advantage to our 
minute invisible foes. The influence 
of cold appears in some manner call¬ 
able of thus lowering the vital re¬ 
sistance and tills is why many dis¬ 
eases are ushered In, and In a way 
caused by a chill. When tho tissues 
of the body are in normal condition, 
individuals may be able to reuct 
I promptly after exposure to cold, 
and prevent tho inception of disease; 
while those whose systems nro de¬ 
bilitated may not 1m? capable of ral¬ 
lying the forces of nature to the at¬ 
tack with sufficient promptness or 
' energy to repel the onslaught of bac¬ 
teria. Any exposure to cold, to 
draughts and to dampness, is dan¬ 
gerous. When such chilling does oc- 
j cur, in addition to a prompt nnd 
! suitable stimulant, and brisk cathar¬ 
tic, it would seem advisable to spray 
ior garg|u the mouth arid throat well 
with some antiseptic solution. 


COLOR OF THE BRITISH NAVY. 

j Official orders have been given 
that, before the Channel Hquudron 
goes to sea ngain, nil the ships are 
to be painted French grey, which is 
now the regulation color of the Rri- 
lish navy. Tho ships of the Medi¬ 
terranean Squadron are also to be 
| painted this color by April 1. This 
will be an expensive proceeding, 
it costs 95,000 to paint each ship; 
but tho result, in the opinion of 
some njivul exports, is worth the 
outlay, as the experiments during 
(the last naval manoeuvres showed 
that grey-colored ships made a very 
difficult target, except at close 
j range.

CLIMATE OF THE D0KIMI01 
" OF CANADA. 

Meteorological Service Dispel 
Some III unions About Our 
* Country. 

"The Climate of Canada" was th 
subject of a highly interesting ad 
dress recently delivered before th 
Political SciencqgClub of Toront 
University by Mr. It. V. Stupart 
Director of tho Dominion Meteorc 
logical Service, and Jf any tniscon 
caption yet prevail* abroad owin 
to a certain poem written by on 
ltudyard Kipling, the summing up c 
our climatic conditions prepare 
with statistical accuracy by th 
chief of tho Weather Bureau shoal 
prove cfTectlve in removing the fal* 
Impression. It goes without sayin 
that no man In Canada is butte 
posted on this subject than Is Mi 
Stupart, and m^ich that he had t 
say is of vital interost to a muc 
wider circlo than had the pleasure c 
hearing him. 

Mr. Stupart first drew attention t 
tho fact that Toronto is 550 mile 
further soutl? than London. 1 
might surprise many otherwise we 
informed persons to learn that 
largo portion of Ontario was as fa 
south as the south of France, Norti 
ern Spain, or Italy, and that th 
southern part of Ontario whs fui 
ther south than Romo. No portio 
of Canada's great wheat fields 1 
Manitoba was as far north as Sco* 
land. 

Continuing, he took up tho variou 
sections of tho great Dominion an 
showed tho wonderful variation < 
climate, ranging frbm the health r< 
sorts of the Pacific to the ifVteni 
cold of the Klondiko.

METHODS 07 A REMARKABLE 

INSTITUTION. 

Movement* Noted of Every Bri¬ 
tish' Vaaaal In Any Part of 
tho World. 

For many generation* paat, wher¬ 
ever tho adventurous ships of Bri¬ 
tain'* merchant fleet have penetrat¬ 
ed they havo carried with them tho 
fame of Lloyd'*. Thp development 
(hiring two ccnturioH of the famoua 
lnatitution which perform* so essen¬ 
tial and noteworthy a part in our 
maritime commorco has, indeed, in 
tho nutural order of things, coincid¬ 
ed with tho growth of our mercantile 
marine. 

To-day, although practically any 
risk may bo covered at Lloyd’*, ma¬ 
rine insurance is tho only variety 
that receive* official recognition. Tho 
members, like those of the Stock 
Exchange, aro divided into two 
classes — brokers, who act for cli¬ 
ent* and underwriters, who do busi¬ 
ng* a* prir ci; a’*. But whilo a 
dealer in Cajxd-court may not per¬ 
form tho functions of a broker, 'an 
underwriter at Lloyd’s has tho right 
to do so. Admission lo memlier- 
ship is qot easily obtained. In or¬ 
der to secure election a candidate 
has to be proposed by six members, 
and ho is required to deposit at 
lonkt a sum of £5,000 in the hands 
of trustees, ono of whom is tho sec¬ 
retary of Lloyd's! Thu scene in tho 
"Room" at Lloyd's during offlco 
hourN is full of unitnution. At ta¬ 
bles sit tho underwriters ready for 
business, whilo brokers arc con¬ 
stantly corning in to submit risks to 
be covered for tthoir clients. Per¬ 
haps tho visitor may bo privileged 
to bear the tolling of tho great 
ship’s bell which is hung near tho 
entrance door. When tho deep notes 
of tho boll ring out silence falls on 
tho room, for the tolling is followed 
by the good news thut a missing 
ship has been spoken, or tho Intelli¬ 
gence that another ship has been

CLAIMED HER AS HER OWN. 

Tho intelligence system of Lloyd’s 
is as perfect us it can be mude. The 
coasts of the world uru divided Into 
districts, which uro covered by 
Lloyd's agents.

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HIS BROTHER’S BODY. 

Found It in Hospital Morgue Be¬ 
ing Dissected. 

A despatch from Halifax, N. 8., 
says; A sensational incident occur¬ 
red at tho Victoria General Hospital 
in this city on Friday. A man had 
been admitted thcro for what was at 
first diagnosed us an intestinal 
trouble. Ho remained in the hos¬ 
pital for several days, no one from 
out ddo going to visit him. Then he 
died. Tho hospital staff wore di¬ 
vided in opinion as to the cause of 
death, besides they needed a body 
for dissection by students of the 
Medical College, and accordingly tho 
body was removed to tho hospital 
morgue for this purpose. A group 
of triodicnl students stood around 
watching tho dissection. The man’s 
heart and other organs were taken 
out and pussed round among the 
students. Then they took out his 
bruin. Just at that moment the 
dead man’s brother entered tho 
morgue and suw what was going on. 
Dr. Curry was in charge, and the 
brother, in a state of intense oxcito- 
ment, accused the doctor of brutal¬ 
ity and violently threatened him. 
The doctor laid down his dissecting 
instruments, and ordered tho man 
out. Whrn ho refused to go he was 
forcibly expelled. Tho law gives the 
doctors of the hospital power to use 
the bodies of unclaimed persons us 
subjects for dissection, and this is 
what was being done in tills case, 
the brotherly claimant having put 
in bis appearance too late to pre¬ 
vent the work.

Napoleon was 
rigid. The gospel of Jesus Christ 
is to be curried to tho farthermost 
parts of tho world by the power of 
gospel testimony, not by theories, 
not. by arguments, not by a brilliant 
collection of metaphysical or pole¬ 
mical dissertations. 

An illustration of this statement 
is furnished by the scene of my text.

The pharisees, the members of tho 
sanhedrin ami the priests had con¬ 
clusively settled it with themselves 
thut Jerfus Christ was a fraud, a 
charlatan, an absurd pretender.

one of the learned doctors asked in 
surprise. "No man ever lived be- 
door, with at least the same earn 
(*>re who, having been born^blind, 
iecoived sight on this sithe 
fjeavc." When tho young man an- 
swerod ".Jesus," the priests and 
%heir hirelings were beside them- 
relves with rage. They tlireatened 
him. They excommunicated him. 
At la fit they entirely lost their rea¬ 
soning faculties and common sense. 
They practically cried aloud: "Wo 

do not believe that Jesus opened 
those eyes! Away with this fellow 
celled Jesus! Away with him! 
Away with him!" Rut some of 
those learned pharisees could not bo 
put olT by uny such superficial con¬ 
demnation.

Reasons Why the Boys Now Do So 
Little at It. 

Snowballing has gono out of 
style. Why this is tho caso nobody 
is ublo to say, but that it is truo 
is apparent to anybody who hap¬ 
pens to think on the subject. It may 
bo that because tho mild winters of 
tho last ten years and tho scarcity 
of snow tho prorent generation haa 
novor learned tho joys of snowbal¬ 
ling. Or it may bo that tho grow¬ 
ing tendency to regard a boy who 
threw a snowball in tho same cate¬ 
gory with tho person who threw a 
brick or any other kind of u missile 
lias hail a tendency to throw tho 
sport into disfavor. 

It is moro than probable, howov- 
or, that tho first reason is tho true 
one. In former years, when winter 
meant a carpet of whito over tho 
ourth from December to March, 
snowballing wus one of the recogniz¬ 
ed sports of childhood. In thoso 
days flourished the snow fort, with 
ramparts and outworks, ami many 
and fiorco were tho battles that rag¬ 
ed between tho defenders of tho fort 
anil the attacking party, and tho 
ammunition always consisted of 
snowballs. Rut during the last de¬ 
cade tho scarcity of snow has made 
suoh a thing as a snow fort an im¬ 
possibility. 

It was in tho training to defend or 
attack tho fort that tho boys of 
other days became proficient in tho 
use of tho snowball. When they 
were not actually engaged in battlo 
they would do target practice on 
silk hats, cats, - dogs, or anybody 
who happened to puss by. Rut now, 
whilo at times duringwinter 
there is plenty of snow for the fash¬ 
ioning of snowballs, tho present day 
hoy is not trained in tho sport. Ho 
never saw a fiorco snowball battlo 
that prevailed in the days when his 
father wus a boy, and he hus come 
to feel that throwing a snowball at 
a passerby is about as bad as 
throwing anything else. 

Staid old peoplo rejoico exceeding¬ 
ly ns W’oll as marvel that they can 
pass by a school house at recess 
time when the saiow is thick on the 
ground and not bo greeted by a well 
directed volley of snowballs. It used 
to be cohsklorod absolutely fatal for 
a man to w*ar a silk hat on a day 
when the snow was of tho proper 
consistency to fashion into a pro¬ 
jectile.

Tho corrugated b 
tom pans evaporate more sap tl 
plain bottoms, but if not pro|>o 
used, do not make as light-colo 
sugar, The sap should never get 
low these corrugations, neltl 
should tho blaze come in conti 
with any bare surface of tho evi 
orator on bottom or sides. Ft 
tho evaporator ns soon as there 
sap enough to bofl, and continue 
boiling as long as them is sup. 1 
nearor it is kept up tho bettor, c 
the faster tho evaporation the h 
ter. Use strainers from gather 
tanks to syrup can. and keep suj 
utensils of all kinds clean.
